nursery school three-year-old Jane poured water 
from pail into pan. her was great game. 
After few spills she became quite skilful. home she 


tried pouring milk from pan into her cup. Mother 
was startled. careful, Whereupon Jane’s 
muscles tensed—the pouring process was longer 
play; mother’s interference had made hard work. 

With too much readiness check the experimental 
urge young children are constantly turning what 
might play into mild forms child labor. But work 
and play can merged that the pre-adolescent will 
think the completion any task achievement 
rather than performance duty. yet there are 
few mothers and very few institutional employes who 
know how supervise children’s activities reach 
this ideal. customary for child regard the 
washing his face task. one home, however, 
there daily face washing game. brother comes 
out with speck dirt his ear, sister wins the con- 
test. Mother the umpire. 

many children’s institutions the inhibitions, the 
the uniformity conduct required tend 
remove the spontaneous play spirit and replace with 
the spirit drudgery. Tasks must inspected and 
the child reproved certain conformity not at- 
tained. And course always conformity the 
standards adults, never the standards children. 
When Jack must polish the dining-room floor for half 
hour every day, and polish that will pass 
inspection, drifting into the same attitude mind 
which submerges the machine worker his factory 
environment. 

the young child’s nature demands that all activities 
regarded play, then the problems supervising 
work and play are the same. Work becomes non- 
entity. adult creation which the play spirit 
the child refuses recognize real. 

Supervision must intelligent and sympathetic. 
Most all must aim helping the child achieve- 
ment. Especially with the timid child there need for 
much encouragement. With reasonable doses adult 
approval boy may develop ability, endurance, and 
skill, which his instinct-governed gang leader seldom 
possesses. wait until adolescence may too 
late free timid individual from his stifling inhibi- 
tions. Almost any adult can point whole column 
inferiority complexes and tell you how child 
never had chance put himself across. 


The technique play supervision should close 
accord with our latest policies education. The first 
projects, guarantee achievement, must simple. 
But some day the castle built wooden blocks must 
replaced one stone. The adult keep the 
background, using suggestions rather than commands, 
giving encouragement for things well done and very 
little reproof.

WHAT FEEBLE-MINDEDNESS? 


The Massachusetts Society for Mental Hygiene its 
June Bulletin prints the following, which quote:

also estimated that probably not more than per 
cent. the entire number are are likely 
menace society. this the case, then this smaller 
group the one for which segregation may said 
necessary. For the others less stringent social measures 
will provide possibility living usefully their 


communities. Emphasis should laid the early 
discovery mental disability while the child 
school, and education the form habit training for 
useful occupations should greatly increased. 
order that such young people may really fit into the 
community, period supervision should follow their 
first entrance from school into industrial and generai 
life. The statement made this Bulletin that this 
policy, not yet developed far should, has, never- 
theless, saved Massachusetts hundreds thousands 
dollars that would have been spent had institutional 
segregation been the only system. 

conjunction with such statements interesting 
read the conclusions psychiatric study 100 
murderers, made Dr. Warren Stearns Boston, 
whose findings confirm the estimate quoted above. 
found that only the 100 were mentally diseased, 
and these but were feeble-minded; were abnormal 
personalities; chronic alcoholics, and insane. Never- 
theless, the intellectual level the group whole 
was low, since were entirely illiterate, and had 
never risen above the grade manual labor. Dr. 
Stearns, however, considers that low cultural level 
rather than mental abnormality the predisposing 
cause most cases.—C.

view the wide-spread interest the United 
States the relief and cure crippled children, small 
volume “The Care and Cure Cripple 
written several authorities England, particularly 
opportune. this country two great non-social service 
organizations are concerning themselves with this ques- 
tion: the Shriners and the International Society for 
Crippled Children, the latter chiefly composed 
Rotarians. The Shriners have erected hospitals sev- 
eral the larger cities, and this means are doing 
notable piece constructive work these com- 
munities. have yet hear one place where the 
hospitals have not been needed and are not serving 
real purpose. The International Society for Crippled 
Children has developed its work best co-operation 
with the Rotary Clubs Ohio. The philosophy its 
work bring treatment closer the patient 
means clinics, with hospital treatment the back- 
ground when necessary. 

the volume question read, cannot too 
clearly emphasized that those who are advocating 
further provision for the treatment cripple children 
not feel that there has been any neglect and are 
convinced that neither surgeons nor doctors are any 
sense blame, for they have done what they could 
under difficult circumstances, and not their fault 
that they have lacked the means better. pro- 
vide these means has been sociological rather than 
medical 

has been borne upon the English workers this 
field that cripple sought early and seen 
for after-care frequentiy conditions the suc- 
cess the entire course treatment.

NEWS FROM OUR MEMBERS 


April 1924, the Juvenile Welfare Commission 
Charleston, C., became the Division Child Care 
the Bureau Social Welfare. The Bureau Social 
Welfare included Department Health and 
Welfare. This reorganization resulted from survey 
all the affairs the city government the Bureau 
Municipal Research. The Division Child Care 
created the ordinance which rescinded the Juvenile 
Welfare Commission ordinance and covers the same 
field. The staff the same, with the addition 
part-time psychiatrist and case worker for boys. 
Two additional workers have been added temporarily 
attempt enable the staff reorganize the 
records. 

The Bureau Social Welfare includes also Division 
Family Social Work, and hoped that the Division 
will relieve some the pressure the Division 
Child Care. For the first time the history the 
office, city funds are available for relief children 
their own homes and also for board for neglected 
dependent children. analysis this last year’s 
work reveals very high percent. cases that would 
benefited such assistance. 


piece co-operation has been successfully carried 
for three years the Vermont Children’s Aid 


Society and the home economics classes the public 
high schools and junior high schools Vermont. 
Through the State Supervisor Home Economics 
each class allowed choose Children’s Aid child, 
for whom prepare Christmas box. Only first 
names the children are given, and care taken that 
the class and child selected are different sections 
the state. The result has been valuable for all 
parties concerned. Young people all over the State 
are learning take vital interest the work the 
Society, and the children receive wonderful boxes 
toys and clothing, especially adapted their tastes 
and needs. several instances classes took for their 
projects child’s complete wardrobe for year.

CHILD WELFARE NEWS 


During the past fifty years the general death-rate from 
all causes New York City has been reduced per- 
cent. The death-rate children under five years age 
has decreased from 105 (out every 1,000 children 
living that age group) 1877 1923, 
decrease which attributed progress control 
the infectious diseases childhood, the use pure 
milk supply, and the child welfare work official and 
private agencies. Since 1898 the infant mortality 
rate has been reduced from 205 per 1,000 births 
1923. 

striking decrease the mortality from some the 
more common diseases has taken place New York 
City during the period under consideration. 1869 
the death-rate from measles was per 100,000 popula- 
tion; for the past ten years the average rate was slightly 
under 10. 1868, children out every 1,000 
under five years age died from diarrheal diseases; 
1923, the rate for children under five was slightly over 
per 1,000 living that age group. For diphtheria 
and croup the 1875 rate was 295 per 100,000 popula- 
tion; 1923 the rate was For whooping-cough 
the death-rate has dropped from per 100,000 
1869 1923. (Monthly Bulletin, Dept. Health, 
Y., February, 1924.) 


The South African National Council for Child Wel- 
fare, created co-ordinate the forces the public 
and private child welfare organizations the Union, 
recently held its first meeting Bloemfontein. The 
Council, which will have its headquarters Preto- 
ria, composed about members, representing 
the various organizations South Africa which are 
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interested child welfare. Its first undertaking was 
make arrangements for the institution two mother- 
craft training centers, one Capetown and the other 
Johannesburg.

The Joint Committee Congress Reorganization 
the Executive Department has reported bill 
establishing Department Education and Relief, 
with cabinet member its head. The Bureaus 
Education, Public Health Service, Vocational Edu- 
cation, the Veterans Bureau, and others would 
transferred it, but the Children’s Bureau and the 
Women’s Bureau would not, since the Committee con- 
sidered that reasons for their transfer were “largely 
theoretical and should not prevail against the practical 
consideration that all these agencies are being satis- 
factorily administered under their present 


Lancaster, Pennsylvania, fine has just been 
imposed tobacco manufacturer and the parents 
children who were stripping tobacco home for 
violating the child labor law the State. The Court 
held that the child labor act in- 
cludes dwellings where industrial home work done. 
This decision establishes precedent Pennsylvania 
for supervising all industrial home work minors.

FROM THE ALL-PHILADELPHIA CONFERENCE 

For some time past two committees, one from the 
American Association for Organizing Family Social 
Work, the other from the Child Welfare League 
America, have been considering how arrive 
description and definition: their respective fields 
work. Those who have given the subject much thought 
realize how frequently actual cases from the one field 
the other dove-tail. the All-Philadelphia Con- 
ference Social Work the greater part one session 
was given over discussion this very subject. Dr. 
Rubinow, Executive Director, Jewish Welfare 
Society, Philadelphia, and Miss Laura Merrill, Superin- 
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tendent, Tioga District, Philadelphia Society for Or- 
ganizing Charity, had many interesting things say 
the function family case work may affect 
children. Dr. Rubinow stated that the family welfare 
agencies deal with many more children than all the 
combined children’s agencies community, through 
the contacts has with families, each one which gen- 
erally has number minor children. this true 
incumbent the family agency prepare itself 
see the children’s problems family situations with 
clearness equal that with which accustomed 
search out the group problems, and meet them with 
expert technique that which builds family morale. 

Many leading children’s workers have late 
years been stressing keeping the child his home en- 
vironment. The discussion Philadelphia considered 
this the first fundamental. 

Miss Merrill, who had also worked with child-caring 
agency, agreed with Dr. Rubinow “that the removal 
the children from the home takes away that sense 
security which develops self-confidence and freedom. 
The home the best place learn relational groupings, 
the lack which the source most our social mal- 
line with this statement Miss Merrill 
cited two cases that had come her attention, where 
family problems had seemingly been solved when the 
children were placed. matter fact, these in- 
stances the action the agency breaking the family 
group the time that did weakened the affectional 
ties between its various members that years later each 
family group presented several problems, more less 
clearly resulting from the previous treatment. 

If, however, there more stress keeping chil- 
dren their own homes there must certain minimum 
elements present. Dr. Rubinow suggested these mini- 
mum elements be, “‘the existence least one 
parent; income sufficient furnish the minimum 
standards health, efficiency and comfort; minimum 
standard domestic peace; absence danger con- 
tagion whether bacterial. psychotic moral.” 
pointed out that was for families this sort that the 
mothers’ assistance fund made continuance family 
life possible, even though the grants made 
vania (as many other states) are insufficient pro- 
vide even minimum living requirements. the other 
hand, warned the danger that social agencies may 
introduce such family groups subsistence level 
which really beyond that their neighborhoods and 
acquaintances, and something that they could not 
themselves ever have enjoyed. feels that this sort 
family rehabilitation not altogether desirable, and 
order avoid his Society grants budget 
per cent. the amount approved the Bureau 
Municipal Research.
